DEAR SIR—I herewith submit a report of the work of the Sani- 
tary Department for the year ending June 30th, 1900. 


PLUMBING. 


The chief duty of the department is the oversight of the drainage 
and plumbing of all buildings, both public and private, to see that the 
drain from main or lateral sewer to house connection for plumbing, 
and the plumbing within the building, are constructed according to 
the Rules and Regulations of the Board of Health governing such 
work. 

To the efficiency with which these duties are performed, does the 
general health of any city or community depend, for when such have 
poor drainage, the air of that city is more or less contaminated with 
the foul gases emanating from the public sewers and house drains. 
When these escaping gases find entrance into the dwellings from un- 
sanitary construction, there is a lowering of the vitality of the inmates 
of those dwellings and a consequent increase of sickness, from their 
inability as a result of such weakness, to successfully resist exposure 
to. contagion. . Pure air is just as necessary for the enjoyment of 
bodily vigor as pure food or water. The Regulations require the work 
to be constructed so that all household wastes entering the drains shall 
be quickly and effectually removed into the main public Sewer. That 
every building shall be protected from the entrance into it of any gas 
from the main sewer or the plumbing lines within the house. When 
we consider that this work is done by workmen from the shop and 
common labor, one can readily understand how necessary it is that all 
such work shall be done under inspection and subjected to test by 
competent men employed for this purpose. With a few definitions of 
the terms used in the accompanying tables, a better understanding 
will be had of the work performed. | 
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Nrw—Drainage and plumbing in new buildings put in according to 
the regulations. 


O1p—Changes or additions to old work, put in prior to the establish- 
ment of the plumbing department, which have been made to con- » 
form so far as circumstances admitted to the Rules and Regula- 
tions. 


DRAInNs—The house sewer from main or lateral sewer in street or 
alley to point for the connection of the plumbing work. 

SPECIAL—Examination of old work with a view of correcting defects 
in unsanitary work of the past. 


SMOKE TEst—Where it has been necessary to fill the drainage lines 
with smoke to uncover hidden defects which could not otherwise 
be located. ‘The smoke test is the most efficient known for this 
purpose.

GARBAGE STATISTICS: 


Our city garbage is disposed by the Reduction Process at French’s 
Landing, some 25 miles out of the city, by a private corporation, the 
Detroit Sanitary Works. It is collected in water-tight, covered steel 
boxes, which when full are loaded upon flat cars and taken to the 
reduction works. After being emptied, cleaned and disinfected, they 
are returned to the city for use again. Some 42 wagons are employed 
in making the daily collections during the summer months. ‘The 
complaints for non-collection average for the year 8 daily, not all of 
which are due to the negligence of the collector. As the work is done 
under private contract with the city, only the amount of garbage col- 
lected is given. .

QUARANTINE STATISTICS. 


The clerical work of the supplies furnished by the Health Depart- 
ment to families quarantined who need help, is done in this office and 
therefore appears in our report. All orders received from the quaran- 
tine inspectors who visit the families, are recorded in duplicate, one 
being kept, the other going to the contractor who furnishes the sup- 
plies. The number in family is given with each order, from which 
the amount to be sent is determined. Each order, after having been 
received by the family, is checked by them and returned to us for a 
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check upon the contractor, and the monthly bill from him must tally 
with these returns before it is allowed. Thus the city is protected 
from dishonesty. ‘The original, return and bill rendered, must all, 
agree. The items of interest are given in tabular form.

The seeming variation in the cost of supplies per month according 
to the number of persons quarantined is due to the difference in time 
of quarantine. In scarlet fever the time is 28 days, and in diphtheria 
is only from 3 to 10 days. When the scarlet fever cases predominate 
over those of diphtheria the time of quarantine is longer and cost con- 
sequently heavier. 
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The average cost to the City for furnishing these supplies for the 
past year has only been at the rate of 10 cents per individual per day 
for each person quarantined. Last year it was 13.7 cents. 

| VENTILATION. 

In 1897 the Board of Health condemned the Smead System of 
ventilation which was then in use in some 30 of our schools. ‘The 
system has met with the same condemnation in all places where it has 
been tried, on account of the lack of uniform volume of air furnished 
and the contamination of that which was furnished, by the odors from 
the various toilet rooms. The Board of Health recommended to the 
Board of Education, the gradual removal of the system, and replacing 
it with the Modern Fan System of Mechanical Ventilation. The first 
year nothing was done as the item in the Budget for this purpose was 
cut out by the Board of Estimates. The next year it was allowed and 
three of the schools were remodeled as recommended. Last year the 
item was again cut out by the Board of Estimates, so that nothing has 
been done the past year. 

We point with pride to our beautiful Park, our well paved streets, 
efficient transportation service by our electric railways, the cleanli- 
ness ‘and healthfulness of the city, we surely ought not to be behind 
in the matter of our schools, and we are not with this exception. We 
may well be proud of our newer schools, in few cities or any are they 
excelled, but in some of the older ones we are standing still, where we 
ought to be advancing. "The matter of furnishing our children with 
an ample supply of pure fresh air in the schools, is of too much im- 
portance to be thus pushed aside from year to year. Could our esti- 
mators see the real need that exists, the work would not be hindered 
as it has been. 

The accepted standard of volume of ventilation to-day, is 1,800 
cubic feet of fresh air per hour for every scholar in the school. Re- 
peated tests in this and other cities have shown, that under the Smead 
System, as we have it, the volume varies from 1,500 to 400 cubic feet 
per scholar, nor is the volume uniform in the different rooms of the 
same school at the same time. This is only one of its defects, but 
this one alone shows the need of the change.

CANDY 


During the year, 31 samples of candy were analyzed to determine 
the presence of mineral coloring matter or other poisonous ingred- 
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ients. ‘The samples were collected from different stores and stands, 
by an inspector of this department, who selected the cheap, highly- 
colored grades, as the most likely to be adulterated. All of the sam- 
ples were pure and entirely free from objectionable mineral substances. 
Glucose was present in many of the samples, but this ingredient in 
confectionery is not generally considered an adulterant, and is not 
prohibited by the laws of this State. Judging from the results of 
these analysis and from the reports of other chemists engaged in this 
line of work, the former practice of using, in the manufacture of 
candy, poisonous mineral colors or other earthy substances such as 
talc, gypsum, terra alba, barytes, etc., is not now employed to any 
extent. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


Of 449 samples examined in suspected cases of diphtheria, 142 
(31.6 per cent.) contained the Klebs-Loeffler bacilli ; in 246 (54.8 per 
cent.) other germs were present ; while in 61 cases the first examina- 
tion was unsatisfactory, due to a faulty inoculation or to the use of an 
antiseptic solution shortly before making the inoculation. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


By resolution of the Board of Health, passed in January, 1900, 
the free examination of sputum in suspected cases of tuberculosis was 
discontinued at that time; 122 samples were examined during the 
first seven months of the fiscal year, in 52.5 per cent. of which the 
tubercle bacilli were found. 


CITY WATER SUPPLY. 


For nearly four years past systematic chemical and bacteriological 
examinations of our water supply have been made each month, the re- 
sults of which appear in the annual reports of this department. The 
variation in the samples analyzed during the past year has not been 
greater than in previous years, and in no case were results obtained 
which would warrant an unfavorable report. I do not believe that 
any typhoid fever has come from our water supply, during the last few 
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years at least. Our death rate.from that disease has certainly been 
remarkably low in comparison with that of other American cities. 
For the years ending in June, 1888, 1889 and 1900, Detroit’s typhoid 
fever death rate per 10,000 population. was 1.60, 1.83 and 1.70 re- 
spectively. 3 

Appended in tabulated form are the results for the year of the 
monthly examinations of our water.

MILK. 


The analysis of milk has been continued this year with special at- 
tention to milk preservatives during the warm weather. A total of 
681 samples have been examined for preservatives during the past two 
years, 43 of which contained formaldehyde, while in 9 boracic acid, 
either free or in combination as borax, was present. Thus it appears 
that the preparations containing formaldehyde have been the most 
popular with those milk dealers who have resorted to the use of chem- 
icals. This is without doubt due to the ease with which these prepara- 
tions can be mixed with milk, to their effectiveness as preserving 
agents, and to the fact that they have been most extensively adver- 
tised. ‘The samples of milk are all collected by the milk inspector, 
who numbers them and delivers the same to the chemist, who is 
entirely ignorant of their source, as all samples are received and 
reported upon only by number. Assoon as the analysis is completed 
the results are reported to the inspector, who enters them in his record 
book, from which any citizen can obtain the standing of his milk 
dealer by applying to the inspector. 1

To the Honorable the Board of Health, of the City of Detroit: 


GENTLEMEN—I submit herewith the report of disbursements of 
the Board of Health for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1900, to- 
gether with a statement of the balance standing to the credit of the 
Public Health Fund. 

This report shows a saving over last year’s operating expendi- 
tures of $4531.19. 

Should our city be spared a serious outbreak of small pox, which 
disease for several months past has been prevalent in many places in 
our own and adjoining states; and other contagious diseases kept in 
check as successfully in the next as in the last fiscal year, it is believed 
that the expenditures for the maintenance of this Board need not ex- 
ceed the appropriation for that purpose. Should it not be be a just 
cause for thanks and congratulation upon the part of the citizens of 
Detroit and their Board of Health, that the death rate in our City is 
so low, and disease, especially of a contagious character, limited in the 
manner in which it has been.
